Subject: — Import of Dates [S. No. 2I(b)/IV] from Saudi Arabia, Muscat and other 
Persian Gulf Ports, excluding Iran and Iraq, during October '65—Sep¬ 
tember '66 on annual basis. 

No. 24-ITC(PN)/86.—It has been decided to grant licences for import of dates 
from Saudi Arabia, Muscat and other Persian Gulf Ports excluding Iran and Iraq 
on annual basis during October '65—September '66 licensing period on the basis of 
past Imports of dates from those countries in any one of the prescribed basic years 
ie. 1950-57 to 1961-62. 

2. Established Importers, who had imported this Item from the above countries 
by Sailing Vessels/Steamers may accordingly submit their applications to the Joint 
Chief Controller of Imports & Exports, Bombay on or before the 21st February. 
1968 in the usual form and manner, complete in all respects, stating clearly the 
specific country from which they want to import, supported by documentary evid¬ 
ence in respect of past imports of the said item from that particular country. In¬ 
complete applications are liable to be rejected and it may not be possible to con¬ 
sider such applications on appeal as ceiling earmarked for Import of dates may 
not then be aval table.

3. Import licences granted to the eligible established importers will be valid 
for import from only that particular country from which they have past Imports. 
Licence* Issued in terms of this Public Notice will be valid upto the 30th September, 
1960. No extension of the validity dt the licences will be allowed under any cir¬ 
cumstance*. The Importers are free to utilize the full value of the licence any time 
within the validity period of the licence. 

4. The licensees should invariably return the licence* to the licensing authority 
concerned not later than the 31st of December, 1900.
